SETH PERKINS 


ORANGE, July 20.--Beth Perk­ 
ins, has on display in the win­ 
dow of his 
magazine 
shop on 
West Chapman avenue a most in­ 
teresting penny, one of the first 
issued in th* United States. 
The 
penny is in perfect condition and 
is of bronze. 
The coin is about 
the size

dollar and 
somewhat thicker and wa* made 
in 1793. 
Liberty is shown on the face of 
th* coin, her hair blowing about 
her head. 
On another coin issued 
the next year, a part of her locks 
are 
drawn back with

bound with no loose locka, 
While Perkins does not have all 
of the earlier coins of th* one- 
cent 
pieces 
he 
ha* a complete 
collection 
dating from the early 
fifties of the nineteenth century. 
Th* word "liberty" first appears 
on the band around the head of 
Liberty in 1808, and in 1816 her 
hair ie fastened |n a knot at the 
nape of her neck with curia about 
her face.
